The need for study the older population has come 
from the ever increasing percentage that group 
the total population. Very little known the mechan- 
isms involved the aging process, nor clearly 
understood what meant pathological changes 
contrast the so-called inevitable normal involutionary 
changes. Certainly new scientific facts are gathered, 
people may not only lead longer but more signifi- 
eantly functionally active and socially useful life. 

The evidence our disposal suggests that dietary 
inadequacies and malnutrition varying degrees are 
frequent occurance the United States and that 
the nutritional status appreciable part the 
population can distinctly improved. The evidence 
from experimental animals indicates that length life 
well functional efficiency organism may 
enhanced more adequate nutrition. 
follows that optimal nutrition and health sought, 
need know more about the optimal nutritional 
requirements and the nature the characteristic 
changes the aging. 

Objectives 


The general long term objectives this and similar 
nutrition studies are: (1) improve the general health 
the population through optimal nutrition; (2) 
study the relationship between nutritional adequacy 
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and disease; (3) study the relationship human 
nutrition soils, production and (4) 
consult and advise public health aspects nutri- 
tion program that might developed anticipation 
emergencies and (5) prepare health departments 
incorporate nutrition part the general health 
services.

Smallpox rapidly approaching extinction the 
United States. 1947, there were only 173 cases the 
disease reported the entire country, compared with 
356 cases the year before and with 11,673 1937. This 
reduction more than percent single year 
and more than percent decade. Furthermore, 
progress the eradication smallpox continuing 
the first weeks 1948 there were only cases, 
about one-third the corresponding figure year ago. 

Seventeen states and the District Columbia were 
entirely free from the disease 1947, while six other 
states reported only one case each. The perfect record 
for the State Washington last year contrasts sharply 
with the experience 1946 when cases resulted from 
infection brought from the Far East. California 
1947 had two smallpox cases, compared with 1946 
and five 1945. Through August this year, cases 
had been reported California. 

Deserving special mention are the six New Eng- 
land states, well Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia, and the District Columbia, which 
have not had single case smallpox least three 
years. Rhode Island can boast unblemished record 
for two decades. 

While 1947 was banner year, had the potential- 
ities being disastrous one. the year, viru- 
lent smallpox was introduced into New York City 
merchant returning from Mexico City. soon the 
local health authorities became aware the fact, they 
immediately drafted plans vaccinate many people 
New York City possible. Through effort 
and the cooperation private physicians, pharmacists, 
the press, the radio, and many organizations, more than 
6,000,000 people the city were vaccinated less than 
month—more than 5,000,000 them within two 
This mass vaccination program succeded pre- 
venting the spread the disease beyond the cases 
contracted before the campaign was started. The reac- 
tion those vaccinated indicated that the number 
the population was sufficient have 
made major epidemic possible. 

The smallpox problem now largely concentrated 
some the midwestern and southwestern states. 
Indiana last year again had the dubious 
leading the number cases reported, namely, 29. 
Texas ranked second with 15, Ohio and Kansas each 
registered cases, and New Mexico and Missouri each 
had 11. These six states were responsible for more than 
one-half all the cases reported the country. There
